Port Huron, Mich. Oct. 8 (CP)— 
The peaceful history of the relation- 
ship of the United States amd Can-

THANKSGIVING DAY DATE 


Is Thanksgiving Day too early? The ques 
tion has again been raised by persons who 
would desire.a more even division in season 
between Labor Day and Christmas, as long as 
a date could be chosen which would be suit 
able from the standpoint of weather. Mer- 
chants it ig said would not be opposed to-a 
later date on the grounds that business would 
benefit in the purchose of late autumn mer- 
chandise. The attitude too of the househol- 


their family gatherings is believed to suggest 
the desirability of a ‘later date somewhere 
about the first of November. High feasting 
which has been from earliest days associated 
with the holiday seems to require o late au- 
tumn date when all the crops haviqpeen ga- 
thered in, when there is a touch o t ond 
when turkey, duck or goose seems to taste 
better. From this household and family stand- 
point the wish seems to be for a date when 
all the trees which shed their leaves are bare 
and when men and women, boys and girls can 
hold high festival just before winter begins. 
Early fall temperatures are likely to be ex- 


perienced during the first half of October, 


they lack the tang of real autumn, and the 
season does not appear to suit the spirit of 
Thanksgiving and its associations which have 
always been with late autumn. 

Canada of course is a wide domain and no 
one date will suit all'climes. In Eastern Can- 
ada the early date is too early and in other 
parts later dates would be too late. Canada is 
a land of many climates (though distinct- 
ively Canadian) and consideratign has to be 
given the whole Dominion in arranging the 
date. In the United States the date is very 
late; near the end of November but there is 
the difference of climate to be reckoned with. 
This date must be considered chilly for nor- 
thern states as much os the American 
Thanksgiving Day date appears cold for On- 
torio and Quebec, where the climate is large- 
ly the same as it is in the northeastern states. 
Naturally there can be only one Thanks- 
giving Day, a day of observance from coast 
to-coast and from the forty-ninth parallel and

which threaten: peace. He it is said favors a 
world economic. organization, continually ad- 
‘opting itself to constontly ever changing 
economic needs. He would have it free from 
politits, universal ‘in appeal, and ‘free. from 
governments. 3 ; 

The young King is.a hard worker who takes 
his position as one of -great responsibility as 
well as of opportunity to serve. Herein like 
the northem democratic monarchies he is 
sharply differentiated from the dictators, who 
“use one formula alone—the only. one dicta- 
tors-know, obsolutism through themselves. 
Young King Leopold would stort the world 
aright in a. democratic way. F 

Principles of. this kind may seem almost 
frail os set against the iron forces of dictator 
lands, yet it will not be surprising if his plan 
should in the long run succeed, while that of 
the dictators which ‘seem. so distasteful to 
those who have once experienced the liberty 
enjoyed in democracies, will fail because they 
are the will of one man’ while that. which 
would create an economic organization for 
the world counts upon and requires freedom 
‘of opinion. The one is hard and set in its at- 
titude, the other. is a living organism because 
it is in octual operation able to adjust itself

to governments but to the backing of great 
social, and philanthropic organizations os 
well as religious denominations, :

I have spoken before of an ¢x- 
pert alr pilot who began to make 
poor landings. On reporting to his 
medical officer it Was found that 
he had infected tonsils, After the 
tonsils were removed: his landings 
were perfect, . 

Unfortunately, unless an individ- 
ual has @ sore throat from time 
to time, he does not suspect his 
tonsils of causing trouble; though 
small, they may contain pus which 
polsons the blood stream. 

Dr. M. Martyn Kafka, Brooklyn, 
N.Y., in Medical World says: 

“There may be such complicat- 
ed cases from infected tonsils as 
acute arthritis (rheumatism), acute 
middle ear infection; acute heart 
disease, acute bronchitis, and acute 
sinusitis, If the infected — tonsils 
are not removed, the acute com- 
plication  <bronchitls, sinusitis, 
middle ear disease) may become 
chronic and thus make @ pericdic 
invalid of the patient.”

Qualities of Leader 


What qualities go to make a 
leader? =A distingulshed grand- 
father?

Other Views Expressed 


Other British voices were heard. 
Sir Thomas Inskip, minister for 
Defence Co-ordination, told an au- 
fence at Stubbington, Hampshire, 
that the peace of Munich was a 
foundation, not an edifice. “It was 
the beginning of a policy, not a 
single act”. 

Peace’ must be worked for, he 
sald. There was one ingredient in 
the recipe for peace “which yuu 
must not overlook.” : 

“We must have the support of the 
country dehind us because if we do 
not have that support our effort 
will be weak and vacillating until 
we give up office to those who are 
stronger and better supported than 
we were”, he sald. 

Sir Thomas indicated establish- 
ment of National Service in Great 
Britain would soon be announced.

PREMIER HEPBURN 


SCHANGES POLEY 


Believes Dominion Should 
Immediately Rearm To 
Protect Interests 





Wiarton, Ont. Oct. 29 (CP) — 
Premier Hepburn of Ontario has 
changed his opinions on Canada’s 
defence policy, “through force of 
necessity”. He now believes the Do- 
minion should undertake immed- 
lately a national rearmament pro- 
gram to “preserve that freedom we 
hold so dear”. ; 

Such a program should be on a 
scale large enough to meet aggres- 
sion without assistance, he told the 
Bruce Peninsula Resore Association 
here last night. “We can't hide un. 
der the paw of the British lion or 
the wings of the American eagle,” he 
said, “This is something we must 
face ourselves.” 

As a member of the House of Com- 
mons, the premier “was one of those 
who strenuously opposed any mafor 
armament policy in Canada”, To- 
day, “through force of necessity, 
have changed my mind,” he added. 
“There is po need to blind ourselves 
to the dangers that confront us if 
We are not prepared. 

“There is a considered drive on 
the part of three great nations now 
to conquer and divide the world, 
We had better wake up before it is 
too late and we find ourselves in the 
Same position as Ethiopia. : Man. 
choukuo and those other conquered 
nations.”
